packages of bank notes were idled by them­ 
selves; the gentlemen on lioth sides passed 
polite salutations across the green doth, and 
the game commenced, war for war, till one or 
other should lie utterly vanquished.

They never failed in an under­ 
taking, lait grew richer every day.

the shares were very low—$29 or *2.">.

brothers bought 22,000 shares out of the 10,- 
000, ut this price, mid these shares are worth 
now $ I 'JO and #200. 
They I (ought real estate 
in Chatham street, LLqienard street, and 
Twenty-eighth sired, and in oilier paris of Cie 
city, ut very low prices, and the value of tins 
projs'rty lias probably Increased tenfold.

bis will Mitchell left every cent of his money to 
his brother Henry. 
It is imp is* ii de to give un 
accurate (siimate of Mitclieli's weul'li, but the 
joint estate of the brothers has ls-i.ni estimated 
at t«,'OOO,OOO. 
Mitchell did not die in tin* old house in Chat­ 
ham su ed . 
A year ago he was pros I rn I si by 
over-exeitioii of Ilia bruin, and it was found 
necessary to remove him to a more quid 
place. 
It wits w ith ililflculty that he could Is* 
persuaded to rent a im (devil liill** bouse in 
Nineteenth slits*!, near Third avenue, which 
lie occupied with his married niece. 
Then 
he died the other day of softening of the brain, 
in the aims of his brother, who bud md left 
his bedside for forty-eight noms. 
Mitchell bad 
w orked too hard and lived too stern a life, aud 
his health had broken down under this con­ 
stant application lo fluidness.

hi* house in Chatham sired for ail hour, but 
took his meals at L eggdl’s ami French's Ii 
leis, so as to Im* able to return quickly to bis 
place of business.

The H ater Question. 


Much has been said in regard to a supply of 
w ater for our city, (tut it appears to me that 
none of the plans proposed will furnish us w ith 
the pure und wholesome w ater th at we need. 
The different projects, to pump water from 
either of the creeks on our borders, to fill the 
reservoir, will be attended with a continual 
and never ending expense for machinery, fuel 
and its attendance by engineers and firemen. 
At tile sam e time, the w ater from neither of 
those stre im* is entire!}' pure. 
It is more or 
less affected by the debris and Impurities over 
w hich it flow* in It* passage from the fountains 
ut it* head. 
No norm rn, now, will go to cither 
of those stream s for hi* water to drink, when 
he can have access to one of our wells or 
springs. 
This locality and the height* in our immedi­ 
ate vicinity, which have bow talked of for the 
set* of reservoirs, are by reason of the high 
m ountains ull around us most favorably located 
for artesian wells. 
The exjterience of ages 
has taught u j, that there are beneath the sur­ 
face under current* of water, at various 
depth*, com ing from the higher hills and 
mountain*, which, when reached by an artesi­ 
an well tube, will throw the w ater atnive the 
ground, and the flow, when once attained, is 
never ending and never failing. 
One district 
of country, in France, is entirely dependent 
upon wells of tbischaracter for w ater for family 
use. and to a great extent for irrigation. Some 
of these wells discharge from tw oto throe hun­ 
dred gallons of w ater lier minute, and two 
such well* would lie abundant to supply a 
large reservoir. 
This water, coming from the 
bound* of the earth ut a depth of from one to 
two thousand feet, m ust be pure and well fil­ 
tered. 
The experim ent can be tried, al an 
expense of not to exceed five thousand dollar*, 
amt lf successful would give a never ending 
supply of water, without additional extra ex­ 
pense. 
That am ount of money would hardly 
pay the expulse of the pum ping engines for a 
single month. 
The expenses of reservoirs and 
discharge pipes arc of course 
common to 
both mode*. 
I have thrown out these suggestions for the 
consideration of our city fattier* aud those in­ 
terested in the law, for the supply of water, 
passed a couple of years ago. 
When we look a t Lake Mobuuk on Ute 
Shaw angunk m ountain, with a depth that 
never has been sounded, with no visible inlet, 
ami also a t other lake* of a sim ilar character, 
both on the Shaw angunk and Catskill range 
of m ountains, can there be any doubt but 
that there la an undercurrent which supplies 
thoge lukefe, and which m an can uonroiri ite,
